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TO  THE  NEW  STUDENT: 

Welcome  to  the  University  of  Illinois  at  Ur- 
bana-Champaign. 

This  brochure  explains  the  spring  and  summer 
programs  which  are  offered,  free  of  charge,  to 
assist  you  in  making  careful  preparation  for  your 
campus  career.  There  are  two  basic  programs  — 
the  Pre-College  Testing  program  and  the  Ad- 
vance Enrollment  program.  Detailed  information 
regarding  these  programs  and  other  activities,  all 
of  which  afford  an  opportunity  for  an  easy  tran- 
sition from  high  schcol  to  the  University,  is  con- 
tained in  the  following  pages.  I  would  like  to 
take  this  opportunity  therefore  only  to  point  out 
the  importance  of  testing  and  advance  enroll- 
ment and  the  relation  of  one  to  the  other. 

The  University  administers  two  types  of  tests 
as  part  of  this  pre-college  orientation  program: 
Placement  and/or  Proficiency  Tests  in  a  number 
of  different  subjects,  and  the  Freshman  Guidance 
Examinations.  Entering  freshmen  who  score  well 
enough  on  the  placement  and  proficiency  tests 
are  granted  University  credit  in  those  courses  in 
which  they  have  demonstrated  a  sufficient  pro- 
ficiency. Those  students  who  do  not  score  high 
enough  to  be  granted  proficiency  credit  are  not 
penalized  in  any  way:  failure  to  gain  proficiency 
credit  is  not  recorded  on  a  student's  official  rec- 
ord. Indeed,  even  these  students  benefit  in  that 
they  are  given  information  regarding  their  ability 
to  undertake  successfully  the  study  of  the  par- 
ticular subject  at  particular  levels  of  expectation; 
in  short,  they  learn  whether  or  not  their  previous 
schooling  has  prepared  them  for  advanced  place- 
ment. 

As  the  information  in  the  previous  paragraph 
indicates,  the  results  of  placement  and  proficiency 
testing  are  vital  to  intelligent  decision-making 
regarding  a  freshman's  class  schedule  for  the  first 
semester.  Results  of  testing  will  be  made  avail- 
able to  your  academic  adviser  who  will  assist  you 
in  making  the  decision  as  to  what  courses  you 


should  or  should  not  take  during  the  Fall  1972 
semester.  The  Advance  Enrollment  program  will 
be  conducted  on  the  Urbana-Champaign  campus 
from  June  21  through  August  2,  1972.  During 
this  time,  an  academic  adviser  will  be  available 
to  meet  with  you  in  order  to  accomplish  your 
enrollment,  in  advance  of  the  beginning  of  the 
semester,  in  fall  classes.  No  freshman  may  partici- 
pate in  the  Advance  Enrollment  program  prior 
to  completing  required  testing. 

As  you  read  through  this  brochure,  you  will 
find  that  certain  of  the  tests  and  of  the  other 
activities  are  required  while  others  are  optional. 
The  required  activities  must  be  completed  prior 
to  registration,  which  occurs  during  the  week  im- 
mediately preceding  the  beginning  of  fall  classes. 
During  this  same  week,  the  essential  portions  of 
the  Pre-College  Programs  will  be  repeated,  and 
students  who  do  not  complete  required  activities 
during  the  spring  and  summer  will  be  required  to 
do  so  during  New  Student  Week.  Another  an- 
nouncement describing  these  fall  programs  will 
be  forwarded  in  early  September. 

Please  review  each  program  with  care,  and 
check  on  the  enclosed  request  form  the  programs 
in  which  you  wish  to  participate.  When  we  re- 
ceive your  request  form,  we  will  reserve  a  space 
for  you  in  each  of  the  programs  you  want  and 
send  you  further  instructions  about  them. 

We  hope  you  will  be  joining  us  this  coming 
spring  and  summer.  If  you  have  any  questions 
about  program  content  or  scheduling,  please  do 
not  hesitate  to  contact  the  Pre-College  Program 
Coordinator,  Mrs.  Louise  Jones,  at  176  Admin- 
istration Building,  University  of  Illinois,  Urbana, 
Illinois  61801.

PRE-COLLEGE  TESTING 

(FEBRUARY  19 -JUNE  10) 

The  entering  freshman  should  read  carefully 
the  information  in  this  section  and  check  on  the 
enclosed  form  those  tests  needed. 

PLACEMENT  AND/OR  PROFICIENCY  TESTS 

All  entering  freshmen  are  required  to  take  the 
Rhetoric  Placement  and  Proficiency  Test.  In 
addition,  a  student  may  be  required  to  take  one 
or  more  of  the  other  tests  offered:  the  Mathe- 
matics Placement  Test,  the  Chemistry  Placement 
Test,  the  Biology  Placement  and  Proficiency 
Tests,  and  a  placement  and  proficiency  test  in 
one  of  the  following  foreign  languages  —  French, 
German,  Latin,  Russian,  or  Spanish. 

An  entering  freshman  is  required  to  take  a 
test  in  a  particular  subject  if  he  has  taken  the 
subject  in  high  school,  has  not  earned  college 
credit  in  the  subject,  and  is  required  to  take  one 
or  more  courses  in  the  subject  at  the  University. 
For  a  description  of  the  testing  requirements  of 
his  curriculum,  a  student  should  refer  to  Column 
II  of  the  chart  appearing  on  pages  8  through  13. 

An  entering  freshman  is  advised  to  take  a  test 
in  a  particular  subject  if  he  has  taken  the  subject 
in  high  school,  has  not  earned  college  credit  in 
the  subject,  and  expects  to  take  courses  in  the 
subject  at  the  University  to  satisfy  general  edu- 
cational course  requirements  or  as  an  elective. 

Most  colleges  require  the  completion  of  course 
work  in  one  or  more  of  four  general  education 
areas:  biological  science,  physical  science,  social 
science,  and  humanities.  Column  III  of  the  chart 
on  pages  8  through  13  describes  those  place- 
ment and /or  proficiency  tests  which  may  apply 
toward  the  completion  of  these  general  educa- 
tional course  requirements.  Although  a  student 
may  decide  to  satisfy  his  biological  science  se- 
quence with  zoology  and  botany  rather  than 
biology  courses  or  his  physical  science  sequence 


with  geology  rather  than  mathematics  or  chem- 
istry courses,  he  is  advised  to  take  the  tests  indi- 
cated under  Column  III  if  he  has  time  after  tak- 
ing those  required  tests  listed  in  Column  II. 

An  elective  course  is  any  course  not  pre- 
scribed by  college  or  curriculum  or  major  re- 
quirements. Most  programs  of  study  allow  a 
number  of  such  elective  courses.  If  a  student 
feels  he  may  take  elective  courses  in  subjects 
covered  by  tests,  he  should  take  the  appropriate 
test  provided  time  remains  after  the  completion 
of  required  and  general  educational  testing. 

FRESHMAN  GUIDANCE  EXAMINATIONS 

All  entering  freshmen  are  required  to  take  the 
three  Freshman  Guidance  Examinations:  the 
School-College  Ability  Test,  the  Kuder  Interest 
Inventory,  and  the   Cooperative  Reading  Test. 

For  information  regarding  the  application  of 
guidance  examination  results,  refer  to  the  Pre- 
College  Counseling  section  on  page  18.

2  The  required  Kuder  Interest  Inventory  will  be  of- 
fered three  times  during  the  afternoon.  The  student 
may  take  this  test  at  any  time  he  does  not  need  to 
take  one  of  the  placement  and/or  proficiency  tests 
which  will  be  offered  during  the  same  time  periods. 
The  student  who  is  taking  all  three  placement  and/or 
proficiency  tests  during  the  afternoon  and  who.  there- 
fore, will  not  have  an  opportunity  to  take  the  Kuder 
test  at  the  testing  location,  will  be  given  a  copy  of  the 
Kuder  Interest  Inventory  to  return  by  mail  within 
three  days. 
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The  Biology,  Chemistry,  and  Mathematics  Place- 
ment    and/or     Proficiency     Tests     are     optional 
(Column    III)  for  all  curricula   in   the   College  of 
Liberal  Arts  and   Sciences    unless   otherwise    in- 
dicated  as   required   (Column    II).

ADVANCE  ENROLLMENT 

(JUNE  21 -AUGUST  2) 

Enrollment  in  classes  for  the  fall  semester  is 
accomplished  by  the  entering  freshman  in  con- 
ference with  his  academic  adviser.  Since,  as  sug- 
gested earlier,  academic  advisers  rely  on  Place- 
ment and/or  Proficiency  Test  results,  only  those 
students  who  have  completed  required  testing 
may  participate  in  the  Advance  Enrollment  por- 
tion of  the  Pre-College  Programs.  The  oppor- 
tunity to  complete  the  selection  and  scheduling 
of  classes  in  advance  of  fall  registration  week 
frees  the  new  student  of  many  of  the  pressures 
that  are  inevitable  during  this  week.  Also,  there 
is  no  disadvantage  to  early  enrollment  since  the 
student  who  advance  enrolls  during  the  summer 
will  be  able  to  make  changes  in  courses  and  cur- 
riculum, provided  he  obtains  the  approval  of  his 
academic  adviser.  An  entering  freshman  who 
plans  to  take  the  Advanced  Placement  examina- 
tions, administered  by  the  College  Entrance 
Examination  Board,  should  request  an  advance 
enrollment  date  after  July  15.  To  request  an  ad- 
vance enrollment  appointment,  a  student  should 
complete  number  2  of  the  attached  Request  for 
Freshman  Guidance  Examinations,  Placement 
Testing,  and  Advance  Enrollment.

THE  DAY  OF  ADVANCE  ENROLLMENT 

Academic  advisers  meet  with  new  students,  for 
the  purpose  of  advance  enrollment,  in  Urbana- 
Champaign.  Students  who  request  participation 
in  Advance  Enrollment  will  be  asked  to  ccme  to 
campus  on  a  specific  date.  Parents  are  cordially 
invited  to  accompany  their  son  or  daughter  on 
the  day  of  advance  enrollment.  A  special  pro- 
gram described  on  page  21  has  been  planned  for 
parents.  For  many  students,  the  day  cf  advance 
enrollment  starts  at  10:00  a.m.  with  the  orienta- 
tion meeting  conducted  by  the  Office  of  the  Dean 
of  Student  Personnel,  continues  through  the 
11:00  a.m.  college  office  meeting,  and  ends  with 
an  afternoon  appointment  with  an  academic  ad- 
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viser.  Other  students,  however,  may  wish  or  need 
to  participate  in  one  or  more  of  the  five  Pre- 
College  Programs  described  below.  A  schedule 
for  the  day  of  advance  enrollment  appears  on 
page  20.  Students  should  not  plan  on  leaving 
campus  prior  to  5:00  p.m. 

AURAL  PORTION  OF 
FOREIGN  LANGUAGE  TEST 

(JUNE  21 -AUGUST  2) 

Any  entering  freshman  who  has  requested  a 
Placement  and  Proficiency  Test  in  French,  Ger- 
man, Russian,  or  Spanish  will  be  scheduled  to 
complete,  on  the  day  of  his  advance  enrollment 
appointment,  a  required  aural  examination  in 
that  language.  No  aural  examination  in  Latin  is 
required.  Both  aural  and  written  examinations 
in  French,  German,  Russian,  and  Spanish  must 
be  taken  to  determine  proper  course  placement, 
courses  which  may  be  taken  for  college  credit, 
and  the  amount,  if  any,  of  college  proficiency 
credit  allowed  for  superior  performance. 

Since  results  from  both  the  written  and  aural 
examinations  must  be  available  to  a  student's 
academic  adviser  at  the  afternoon  advance  en- 
rollment appointment,  the  aural  examination  will 
be  scheduled  in  the  morning.  The  exact  time  and 
place  of  the  aural  examination  will  be  sent  to 
the  student  along  with  the  notice  of  his  testing 
and  advance  enrollment  appointments. 

UNIVERSITY  BANDS  AUDITIONS 

(JUNE  21 -AUGUST  2) 

Those  students  who  wish  to  play  in  one  of  the 
University  Bands  must  be  auditioned  and  ac- 
cepted before  they  complete  their  class  schedules. 
Students  interested  in  bands  as  an  activity  should 
complete  the  Request  for  Bands  Audition  on  the 
enclosed  form.    The  audition  will  be  conducted 
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in  140  Band  Building  and  will  be  scheduled  for 
the  same  day  as  the  advance  enrollment  appoint- 
ment. Notice  of  the  audition  time  and  date  will 
be  sent  to  the  student  along  with  a  notice  of  test- 
ing and  advance  enrollment  appointments.  The 
Bands  Office  will  also  contact  the  student  in  re- 
gard to  the  requirements  of  an  audition.  Further 
information  may  be  secured  by  writing  to  the 
University  Bands  Office.  140  Band  Building, 
Champaign.  Illinois  61820. 

CHORAL  AUDITIONS 

(JUNE  21 -AUGUST  2) 

All  students  who  are  interested  in  organized 
singing  at  the  University  of  Illinois  may  audition 
for  placement  in  one  of  the  choral  groups  during 
the  day  they  are  on  campus  for  Advance  En- 
rollment. Those  wishing  to  advance  audition 
must  so  indicate  on  the  enclosed  request  form. 
Notice  of  the  audition  time  and  date  will  be  sent 
to  the  student  along  with  a  notice  of  testing  and 
advance  enrollment  appointments.  These  audi- 
tions will  be  conducted  at  the  Choral  Office,  4- 
129  Krannert  Center  for  the  Performing  Arts. 
Auditioning  students  will  be  asked  to  sing  a 
simple  melody  and  to  take  brief  tests  to  deter- 
mine basic  tonal  and  rhythmic  ability. 

More  than  six  hundred  students  from  all  col- 
leges at  the  University  take  part  in  choral  activi- 
ties each  year.  They  include  the  Women's  Glee 
Club,  the  University  Chorus,  the  Concert  Choir, 
the  Varsity  Men's  Glee  Club,  the  Oratorio  So- 
ciety, and  several  small  vocal  ensembles.  The 
rehearsal  schedules  of  these  choral  groups  are  such 
that  any  qualified  singer  is  able  to  find  time  to 
participate.  Details  concerning  activities  of  these 
various  groups  may  be  obtained  from  the  Choral 
Office,  4-129  Krannert  Center  for  the  Performing 
Arts,  Urbana,  Illinois  61801,  telephone  (217) 
333-3206. 
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PRE-COLLEGE  COUNSELING 

(MARCH  15 -AUGUST  2) 

Counseling  for  incoming  freshmen  is  provided 
by  two  coordinated  groups  of  experts,  the  coun- 
seling psychologists  on  the  staff  of  the  Psycho- 
logical and  Counseling  Center,  and  the  academic 
advisers  from  the  various  departments  and 
colleges. 

The  academic  advisers  will  help  a  student 
choose  the  appropriate  program  of  specific 
courses  which  meet  curriculum  and  college 
requirements. 

The  staff  of  the  Psychological  and  Counseling 
Center,  all  trained  professionals,  offer  a  variety 
of  services.  Soon  after  a  student  has  taken  the 
required  freshman  guidance,  placement,  and 
proficiency  tests,  an  individualized  and  carefully 
researched  Self-Counseling  Manual  is  mailed  to 
him.  This  manual  will  help  the  student  and  his 
parents  understand  the  results  of  the  tests  and 
enable  the  student  to  answer  for  himself  about 
75  per  cent  of  the  questions  freshmen  commonly 
have.  It  will  also  allow  him  to  assess  the  appro- 
priateness of  his  study  methods  and  what  can 
be  done  about  any  handicapping  personality  trait. 

Finally,  the  manual  will  help  him  decide  what 
kind  of  further  counseling  he  may  need,  either 
prior  to  or  on  the  same  day  as  his  appointment 
with  the  academic  adviser.  A  special  request 
form  for  such  counseling  will  be  included  in  the 
Self-Counseling  Manual.  A  summary  of  decisions 
and  recommendations,  mutually  arrived  at  in 
individual  interview  with  a  counseling  psycholo- 
gist, will  be  given  to  the  student  to  transmit  to 
the  academic  adviser. 

S.E.O.P.  ORIENTATION 

All  new  freshmen  who  have  been  admitted  to 
the  University  under  the  auspices  of  the  Special 
Educational  Opportunities  Program   (S.E.O.P.) 
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are  required  to  participate  ( 1  )  in  the  pre-college 
testing  program,  (2)  in  the  advance  enrollment 
program,  and.  in  addition.  (3)  in  the  S.E.O.P. 
day  of  orientation.  The  orientation  program,  like 
the  advance  enrollment  program  described  on 
pages  14  through  16,  will  be  held  on  the  Ur- 
bana-Champaign  campus  of  the  University  of 
Illinois.  In  order  that  S.E.O.P.  students  will  not 
have  to  make  the  trip  to  campus  on  two  different 
occasions,  the  S.E.O.P.  student  will  be  scheduled 
for  an  orientation  appointment  on  the  day  imme- 
diately preceding  his  advance  enrollment  ap- 
pointment. 

All  S.E.O.P.  students  must  complete  the  request 
for  Freshman  Guidance  Examinations,  Place- 
ment Testing,  and  Advance  Enrollment  on  the 
enclosed  form.  Do  not  request  Advance  Enroll- 
ment on  a  Monday  date  or  on  Wednesday,  July 
5,  since  the  orientation  program  will  not  be  con- 
ducted on  Sundays  or  on  Tuesday.  July  4.  Be 
sure  to  indicate,  by  checking  the  appropriate  box, 
that  you  will  be  a  participant  in  the  Special 
Educational  Opportunities  Program.  When  the 
scheduling  office  receives  the  completed  request 
form,  you  will  be  sent  specific  information  re- 
garding your  appointments  for  testing,  advance 
enrollment,  and  orientation.  If  for  some  very 
unusual  reason  you  feel  unable  to  come,  you  must 
request  to  be  excused  by  Dean  Clarence  Shelley.

S.E.O.P.  students  are  encouraged  to  request 
band  and  choral  auditions  and  their  parents  are 
welcome  to  come  to  campus  for  the  Parents  Pro- 
gram described  on  page  21.  Parents  should  be 
informed,  however,  that  there  are  no  activities 
planned  for  them  during  the  first  day  of  the  two- 
day  program  and  that  they  might  therefore  pre- 
fer to  postpone  a  visit  to  campus  until  New  Stu- 
dent Week.

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PARENTS   PROGRAM 

Many  parents  accompany  their  students  to 
campus  for  the  clay  of  advance  enrollment.  The 
entire  family  is  welcome  and  encouraged  to  come 
for  the  Parents  Program.  A  part  of  this  Parents 
Program  is  a  morning  Parents  Information  Meet- 
ing  sponsored  by  the  University  of  Illinois  Dads 
and  Mothers  Associations. 

The  Florida  Avenue  Residence  Halls  serve  as 
the  center  for  the  day's  activities  for  both  stu- 
dents and  parents.  Parking  facilities  are  avail- 
able in  a  lot  directly  south  of  these  residence 
halls.  Although  some  students  may  have  sched- 
uled appointments  at  8:00  or  9:00  a.m.  at  other 
campus  locations,  all  students  are  expected  to 
return  to  the  Florida  Avenue  Residence  Halls  to 
attend  the  10:00  a.m.  orientation  meetings.  The 
Parents  Information  Meeting  also  begins  at 
10:00  a.m.  in  the  Florida  Avenue  Residence 
Halls.  However,  coffee  and  doughnuts  are  avail- 
able beginning  at  9:00  a.m.  for  early  arrivals. 
Various  displays  in  the  meeting  room  provide  in- 
formation which  might  be  of  interest  to  parents 
who  are  waiting  for  the  start  of  the  meeting. 

The  information  meeting  for  parents  centers 
around  a  panel  composed  of  two  undergraduate 
students,  a  faculty  representative,  and  a  staff 
member  from  the  Dean  of  Students  Division. 
Parents  are  asked  to  participate  by  raising  ques- 
tions for  the  panel  on  any  subject  of  interest. 
Previous  parents  groups  have  wanted  to  learn 
more  about  such  subjects  as  student  finances,  liv- 
ing conditions,  visitation  policies  in  housing  units, 
student  government,  extent  of  the  drug  problem 
on  campus,  and  housing  regulations.  Parents  are 
urged  to  give  some  advance  thought  to  the  ques- 
tions they  might  want  to  direct  to  the  panel.  It 
might  be  helpful  to  write  the  questions  down  as 
thev  occur  to  vou. 
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Last  year  almost  3,500  parents  and  guests  at- 
tended these  meetings,  some  of  whom  reported 
the  following : 

"Having  students  talk,  answer  questions, 
and  relate  their  experiences  was  of  great 
benefit." 

"I  like  and  admire  the  freedom  of  speech 
exercised  by  the  panel.  Obviously  the  stu- 
dent panelists  were  free  to  speak  their  own 
minds." 

The  morning  meeting  for  parents  is  dismissed 
in  time  for  the  parents  and  other  guests  to  join 
their  students  for  lunch  either  on  campus  or  in 
the  residence  hall.  After  lunch,  the  students  meet 
with  their  respective  academic  advisers  who  as- 
sist in  preparing  a  schedule  of  courses  for  the  fall 
term.  While  their  student  sons  or  daughters  are 
so  occupied,  parents  may  enjoy  one  of  several 
free  bus  tours  of  the  campus.  These  tours  origi- 
nate and  terminate  at  the  Florida  Avenue  Resi- 
dence Halls.  Some  time  during  the  afternoon 
may  be  set  aside  to  visit  informally  with  Univer- 
sity staff  members  on  matters  of  housing,  finan- 
cial aid,  or  student  activities,  and  to  visit  a  stu- 
dent room  in  the  residence  hall  complex.  The 
students  who  staff  the  General  Information  Desk 
in  the  main  lobby  of  the  Florida  Avenue  Resi- 
dence Halls  are  available  throughout  the  day  to 
assist  parents  in  making  appointments  and  in 
locating  appropriate  campus  offices. 

Families  interested  in  the  Parents  Program 
should  complete  and  return  the  appropriate  cou- 
pon on  the  enclosed  request  form.
